The Board of Aldermen 
today enacted tax measures ex- 
pected to yield about $2,880.,- 
000 in additional revenue an- 
nually, but defeated proposed 
increases in the cigarette and 
gasoline taxes. Even with 
today’s increases, expected ex- 
penditures still exceed antici- 
pated income this fiscal year 
by more than $3,000,000. 

When the aldermen began 
the meeting, they had before 
them proposals to raise ap- 
proximately $4,087,750. 

Largest revenue-raising meas- 
ure passed was a bill eliminat- 
ing from the city earnings tax 
the present credits for state 
and federal income tax pay- 
ments by businesses and indi- 
viduals. The vote was 27 to 2. 

Also passed, by a vote of 27 
to 2, was a bill to increase 
the tax on gross sales of mer- 
chants and manufacturers from 
$1.50 to $1.75 per $1000 of 
sales. The proposal is expected 
to yield revenue totaling about | 
$807,000 annually. 

A bill to impose a 5 per cent 
tax on the gross reecipts of 
parking lots and parking ga- 
rages was passed 17 to 12. It 
has an estimated annual yield 
of $600,000. 

Inspection Fee Increase. 

Inspection fees and permits 
were increased by a total of 
approximately $192,500. These

Soviet scientific expedition 
ship ran into “radioactive

The broadcast said the radio- 
activity was registered by sci- 
entists aboard the Soviet ship 
Vityaz. It said the ship first 
encountered the radioactivity 
May 23. 

“On Twenty-ninth May it 
reached the maximum which 
exceeded the normal dose by 
several hundred times,” the 
broadcast said.

De Gaulle used his strongest 
language in informal remarks 
in the courtyard of the prefec- 
ture, the céntral administrative 
office of this western seaport, 
Algeria’s second city. 

“Authority now is in the 
hands of Gen. Raoul Salan and 
his subordinates,” De Gaulle 
said. “This authority must not 
be contested.” 

The Premier said Salan, 
military commander of Algeria 
and a member of the junta 
that has been ruling the prov- 
ince in recent weeks, is to be 
De Gaulle’s “delegate general.” 

De Gaulle went on, as the 
small group clustered around 
him to catch his earnest but 
softspoken words: 

“Il shall tell you. You have 
no more revolution to do, be- 
cause it is completed. One does 
not make a revolution every 
day, because then one destroys 
the objective. 

“You have _ constructive 
things to do—to bring people's 
spirits into the national unity. 

“You must persuade people 
to help De Gaulle—but not to 
push him, because he would not 
like that.” 

Advises Against Politics. 

The towering, grim - faced 
Premier advised members of 
the Oran Committee of Public 
Safety against trying to get po- 
litical jobs in the new admin- 
istration, He said:: 

“You must be models 
loyalty and discipline. 
you to be 
else.” 

He also directed them not 
to take revenge against those 
who opposed the De Gaullist 
uprising. 

“Il began the second World 
War alone on June 18, 1940.” 
he recalled, That was the date 
| of his appeal from London for 
| formation of the Free French 
forces. 

“When the war ended, all 
| France was with me,” he went 
on. “Afterward some told me 
| they joined me June 18, some

cared about was that they were 
_ with me at the end.” 
' De Gaulle also warned the 
committee members’ against 
thinking of personal matters, 
suggesting that selfishness was 
not a French trait. He said: 

“You must trust each other 
just as I trust you.” 

First Tough Talk. 

Da Gaulle chose to deliver 
his first tough talk of this 
kind in a city known for its 
rebelliousness against French 
sentiment and policy. Oran’s 
largely Spanish population gave 
heavy support to Francisco 
' Franco in the Spanish war in 
the 1930s. It was pro-Vichy 
and somewhat anti-De Gaulle 
at first in World War II. 

The prefecture where De 
Gaulle spoke was attacked by 
a mob May 14 and the prefect 
was injured. 
| De Gaulle’s remarks were 
milder in a similar vein when 
he met earlier in the garden 
of the prefecture with about 
300 leading citizens of the vi- 
cinity. 

He told them that their 
movement had resulted in a 
“purification” but “must now 
change its destination.” He 
said it still would have impor- 
tant things to do—influencing 
public opinion and “generally 
aiding the government and 
thus me.” 

“This role must not be to 
substitute itself for the author- 
ities,” he said.

for 25 Seconds, Falls 
Into Ocean After 
Engine Burns Out. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, June 6 
(UPI)—A test model of the 
Navy’s solid fuel Polaris mis- 
sile roared into the sky on a 
zigzag course today and tum- 
bled back into the ocean after 
its engine burned out. 

The Navy announced that the 
erratic flight path was part of 
the test and that the rocket 
was not expécted to travel very 
far. 

The rocket was a forerunner 
of the Polaris which is expect- 
ed to be one of the nation’s 
most versatile and advanced 
missiles. 

After climbing several thou- 
sand feet, the missile veered 
sharply but straightened out 


and kept going until its en- 


gine burned out 25 or 30 sec- 
onds after launching. 

The biggest chunk of the 
broken rocket fell into the 
ocean not far offshore. 

The test vehicle was far from 
the final version of the 1500- 
mile Polaris due to be in use 
by 1960. 

The Navy announced after 
the launching that the “test 
vehicle was maneuvered during 
the flight in accordance with 
the planned test program. The 
rocket motor exhausted its fuel 
in a short period of time and 
the vehicle began to crumble, 
subsequently breaking up due 
to aerodynamic loading” (pres- 


'sures against the missile). 


The Polaris is believed to be 
a two-stage missile, but it is 
doubtful if both stages have 
been fired in tests so far. 

The first launching of a full- 
scale Polaris is not expected 
before late this year. The last 
Polaris “test vehicle” was 
launched May 8 and burst 
apart about a half minute after 
it was launched. The Navy said 
that was “normal” and that 
technicians were interested in 
the missile’s performance for 
only the first 25 seconds. 


Regulus Missile Guided Over 
New Route to Nevada. 

POINT MUGU, Calif., June 
6 (AP)—A Regulus II guided 
missile has been tested for the 
first time over a new inland 
route to eastern Nevada. 

The swept,wing supersonic 
missile was launched seaward 
yesterday from the United 
States Naval Test Center here.

The amended petition gave 
no explanation of the alleged 
fraudulent nature of the pay- 
roll. However, another suit, 
now pending, which seeks to 
oust Dr. James J. McCaffery, 
president of the board alleged 
that building department em- 
ployes received school 
checks that included pay for 
a period from May 14-22 when 


‘they actually were working on 


a residence owned by Dr. Mc- 
Caffery’s son, James N. Mc-

Life continued at 40 for the 
Municipal Opera last night. 

It was a new opening night, 
a new season—the fortieth of 
each. And the Opera pleased 
its audience of 8500 persons 
with a performance of “Show 
Boat.” 

The weather was delightful 
as cooling breezes wafted over 
the open-air theater in Forest 
Park. In the audience were 
children too young to have 
seen “Show Boat” when it was 
presented last at Forest Park 
in 1952. There were older spec- 
tators, too, some of whom 
could recall when river show 
boats like the musical’s “Cot- 
ton Blossom” steamed the Mis- 
sissippi river. 

Backstage before the per- 
formance there was the usual 
confusion of an opening night, 
but with a degree of order be- 
fitting the years and dignity 
of Municipal Opera, forerun- 
ner of all similar open-air the- 
aters operating today, 

“Surprisingly enough, every- 
body seems pretty calm,” said 
Virginia Keathley,- who 
was starting her fourth season 
as wardrobe mistress. Deftly 
she slipped a torn dancing 
slipper beneath the needle of 
a sewing machine. The slipper 
was repaired, and a grateful 
dancer pirouetted out the door. 

Andy Devine, whose 33 years 
in show business are nearly as 
many as the Municipal Opera's, 
was worried about the size of 
the huge stage. “Don’t lose 
me out there,” he called to an 
assistant stage manager. 

“I. got lost twice at rehears- 
al last night,” Devine, who por- 
trays Capt. Andy Hawks, ex- 
plained. “Couldn't find the 
boat. 

“Why, man,” he added, “I’ve 
made westerns in smaller val- 
leys than this theater.”

WASHINGTON, Sune 6 The 
staff of the congressional Joint 
Economic Committee painted a 
gloomy picture of the economic 
outlook yesterday. 

The staff calculated that, on 
the basis of “optimistic” as- 
sumptions, unemployment will 
show little improvement this 
year and next winter's figure 
will be at least as high as the 
recent level of between 5,000,- 
000 and 5,500,000. Under less 
optimistic assumptions, unem- 
ployment would rise to “as 
many as 7,000,000” in the first 
quarter of next year. 

The report, made public by 
comittee chairman Wright Pat- 
man (Dem.), Texas, found the | 
only strong element in the pic- 
ture to be Government spend- 
ing at all levels—federal, state 
and local. But it said the up- 
ward push from this force “will 
be offset” for the rest of the 
year by the decline in business 
spending on plants and equip- 
ment. 

The economic committee 
stressed its belief that con- 
sumer spending, new housing 
activity and business inventory 
changes would depend on the 
net effect of thé “active” sec- 
tors — government and busi- 
ness. Thus, it concluded that 
little improvement could be 
expected from thesé sources as 
long as the upward push from 
government was canceled out 
by the downward push from 
business investment. 

The staff checked past rates 
of recovery from recessions 
and concluded that recovery 
“is unlikely to be completed 
before mid-1959 at the earliest 
and might not be achieved 
until late in 1960.” 


Other Indicators. 


The report coincided with 
these statistical indicators: 


1. Department store sales 
fin the week ended May 31 
were down 1 per cent from 
the corresponding week last 
— Judging from earlier 

y performance, sales for 
the month as a whole appar- 
a were slightly below 
1957. 


2. Rail carloadings in the 
same week fell 7.2 per cent 
from the preceding week, 
largely because of the Me- 
morial day holiday. Load- 
ings were 21.1 per cent be- 
low the like week a year 
ago. 


3. The Commerce Depart- 
ment estimated that total 
new construction rose in 
May about in line with sea- 
sonal expectations to $4,066, 
000,000. This was up 10 per 
cent from April but down 1 

r cent from May last year. 

he construction estimate is 
an extremely rough one. 

4. The Federal National 
Mortgage Association’s spe- 
cial anti-recession mortgage- 
buying program picked up 
again in the week ended 
May 28.- The report covered 
a four-day week and showed 
commitments to purchase 
$40,730,000 worth of mort- 
gages, just under a record 
for a week since the program 
began and a record on a 
daily average basis. 

Cut in Business Spending. 

The group said “the main- 
spring” of the recession is the 
sharp reduction in business 
spending for new plant and 
equipment, plus the liquidation 
of inventories, declines in con- 
sumer incomes and accom- 
panying cuts in consumer 
spending. The report indicated 
the plant-equipment decline 
probably would be worse than 
the latest official figures indi- 
cated and would continue 
through the first half ef 1959. 


Consumers’ spending cuts 
have been concentrated in 
durable goods. But after allow- 
ing for higher prices in the 
fields of non-durables (food 
being the key item) and serv- 
ices, spending on non-durables 
in “real” or physical terms has 
also fallen and spending on 
services has ceased to rise. _

About the 
Crisis in 
France... 


When the political crisis in France reached its 
climax, Post-Dispatch readers who had followed the 
reports from Paris and Algiers were well acquaint- 
ed with the causes as well as the effects. 


At the start of the crisis, Marquis W. Childs, a 
Washington Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
was shifted quickly to Paris from Copenhagen 
where he had been assigned to cover the NATO con- 
ference. In his May 16 story from Paris, Childs re- 
ported the movement to bring Gen. Charles De 
Gaulle to power. Childs developed the information 
from reliable sources which he had cultivated dur- 
ing previous assignments in Europe for the Post- 
Dispatch, 


On June 1, Gen. De Gaulle was named Premier 
of France, and the next day was given broad powers 
by the French National Assembly. 


Meanwhile, as the climax of the crisis drew near, 
another Post-Dispatch Washington Correspondent, 
Richard Dudman, was assigned to cover the story 
from Algiers. On his arrival, Dudman filed an on- 
the-scene report of the sentiment for De Gaulle in 
the French North African colony. It appeared in 
the Post-Dispatch on Sunday, June 1. 


The events which are taking place in France may 
well affect the peace and prosperity of the entire 
world. Post-Dispatch readers will be kept informed 
of these events, and their significance, through the 
dispatches of Post-Dispatch reporters and the vast 
news gathering facilities of the Associated Press, 
United Press International, New York Times News 
Service, New York Herald Tribune News Service, 
Chicago Daily News Service and The London Ob- 
server.

MISHANDLING 


OF LITTLE ROCK 
PUPILS ALLEGED 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June) 


6 (AP)—Two New York edu- 
cators said yesterday they felt 
Little Rock school authorities 
mishandled discipline during 
the first year of racial integra- 
tion at Central High School. 

The two — Dr. David Salten, 
Long Beach, N.Y., school su- 
perintendent, and Dr. Virgil M. 
Rogers, dean of education at 
Syracuse University, N.Y. — 
were the only witnesses called 
by the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People in opposition to the 
School Board's plea for a 242- 
year suspension of integration 
at Central High. 

A hearing on the petition 
ended yesterday in its third 
day. 

United States District Judge 
Harry J. Lemley granted the 
board a week in which to file 
a supplemental brief and in- 
dicated it would be some time 
before he issued a decision. 

Richard Butler, attorney for 
the board, moved to strike tes- 
timony of the N.A.A.C.P. wit- 
nesses from the records. 

“They had no personal 
knowledge of the _ situation 
here; they had not been in Cen- 
tral High School, nor had they 
talked to any members of the 
faculty,” he said. 

Ruling Is Reserved. 

Lemley reserved his ruling, 
as he had done on motions of 
the Negro attorneys to strike 
testimony of each of the 
board’s witnesses. 

Rogers, who admitted he had 
no experience with the process 
of desegregation, asserted that 
some Little Rock school offi- 
cials had displayed incompe- 
tence in handling the racial 
crisis. He suggested that a 
student “spy system would have 
been helpful” in identifying in- 
stigators of disorders inside 
the school. 

Salten said he personally 
could operate Central High 


successfully next year without | 


the presence of troops. 

After the N.A.A.C.P witness 
had listed steps they would 
have taken to control discipline 
at Central High during last 
year’s crisis, Little Rock 
School Superintendent Virgil 


Blossom commented in rebut- | 


tal that he must “have read 
the same text book” on school 
administration. 

He said the steps enumer- 
ated by Salten and Rogers had 
been followed. 

Blossom and the board con- 
tend that a suspension of in- 
tegration at Central is needed 
because the situation might be 
more severe in the fall. The 
superintendent said the com- 
munity climate might be more 
amenable to desegregation in 
1961. 


FRENCH HONOR 
THOSE WHO DIED

OMAHA BEACH, France, 
June 6 (UPI)—Along the ruins 
of Germany’s once-mighty At- 
lantic wall, the residents of 
Normandy assembled to pay 
tribute to the American, Brit- 
ish, French and other soldiers 
who died in the invasion of 
Europe, which began here 14 
years ago today. 

Three attaches from. the 
United States embassy and one 
from the British embassy 
joined them. But the observ- 
ances were left entirely to the 
men and women of Normandy, 
the first persons liberated in 
northern Europe. 

Omaha Beach still is pock- 
marked. At the far end there 
is the rusting ruin of a German 
gun. There is a road and a 
seawall that were not there 14 
years ago. 

A few houses remain, their 
fronts torn apart and their 
roofs ripped. A tall simple 
stone monument stands at the 
foot of the road leading down 
to the sea from Colville.

SAC Communications Center 
Near Omaha Gives Information 
Needed to Direct Global Force

Heavy Message Traffic Maintained So 
That Enemy Wouldn’t Detect Un- 
usual Activity in Emergency — 
Voices ‘Scrambled’ as They Go Out.

HE STRATEGIC AIR COMMAND, with capital assets of 
T more than 11 billion dollars and 235,000 people operating 
and maintaining it, has its headquarters, or nerve center, 


here near Omaha. 


To carry out its global operations it has 600,000 miles of 
communications circuits over which are sent more than 500,000 


messages a month. 

The heavy message traffic 
over its circuits is not entirely 
necessary for command com- 
munications purposes. It is 
maintained at this high level 
by sending over it all sorts of 
administrative messages, such 
as morning reports, strength 
returns, inventories, etc., s0 
that in case of emergency 
when a very heavy load of op- 
erational messages would sud- 
denly go out, the administra- 
tive traffic would be diverted 
and the enemy intercept sta- 
tions recording the SAC cir- 
cuits would not be able to de- 
tect any unusual activity. 

Practice in Security. 

Change in communications 
load is one of the principal 
indications of trouble that is 
watched for by intelligence 
agencies of al] nations. Wheth- 
er the messages are secret op- 
erational instructions or the 
most ordinary administrative 
orders, all are encryptographed 
and scrambled, giving the com- 
munications personnel con- 
stant practice in communica- 
tions security measures . 


At the control center, 45 feet | 


underground, is a special op- 
erational telephone system pro- 
viding instantaneous voice con- 
tact with any SAC commander 
in the field and SAC control 
room. Voice communications 
on this system are “scrambled” 


as they go out and unscrambled | 


at the other end. 

A part of the telephone 
hook-up is the “hot” line, with 
telephones painted red. By 
dialing five digits on the tele- 
phone, the controller or com- 
mander preempts lines from 
SAC to each of the command’s 
numbered Air Force head- 
quarters. 

By dialing five additional 
digits, he is connected to the 
control room of each SAC base 
in the United States. In less 
than 30 seconds, the controller 
can alert the entire force and 
order the execution of the 
emergency war plan. The tele- 
phone system extends to SAC 
overseas bases. 

The control room itself is 
140 feet long, 39 feet wide and 
21 feet high. Lining one wall 
the length of the room are 
giant map panels mounted on 
trolley rails for ease in han- 
dling. The panels reflect all 
the information needed to di- 
rect the global force in peace 
or 


feet across, weather maps, 
charts showing the deployment 
of forces, current training ex- 
ercise, status of aircraft and 
missile, etc. The emergency 
war plan with the target sys- 
tem to be attacked and the 
units to perform each attack 
mission. constantly kept cur- 
rent by intelligence, is covered 
by drapes at one end of the 
room. If war should start, the 
drapes would be pulled and the 
panels rolled into position. 
Requests Relayed. 

So that it can support re- 
quests from the principal uni- 
fied commanders of United 
States forces around the world, 
SAC places a deputy SAC com- 
mander — for some unrevealed 
reason called a phonetic com- 
mander—to relay to SAC head- 
quarters requests for a strike. 

The planners at SAC head- 
quarters recognize that the 
threat they must meet is con- 
stantly changing. Whereas 
against hostile aircraft they 
could count on a warning time 
of two, three or more hours, 
against missiles it may be only 
15 minutes. In consequence of 
this single change, SAC dis- 
persal is vital. 

Most of its bases now house 
many more planes than can 
take off with a 15-minute warn- 
ing. There are ordinarily to- 
day two B-47 wings and two 
tanker squadrons, altogether 
totaling 150 aircraft, on a SAC 
base or one B-52 wing and one 
tanker squadron. SAC is In 
the initial stages to change this 
to one B-47 on a base or one 
B-52 squadron, with their sup- 
porting tankers. 

Soviet intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles are now being in- 
troduced into its operational 
inventory. In the 1960-62 
period SAC figures warning 
becomes 15 minutes.

SAC figures that the 
Soviet initiative, since the 
United States will not attack 
first, m a saccessful surprise 
attack, might reduce SAC’s 
power to retaliate by four- 
fifths. 

The Russians, initially after 
the last war, started to develop 
strong defenses, retaining their 
large ground forces as well. 


Now they are adding a major 


effort on long-range offensiv® 
weapons, both aircraft and bal- 


listic missiles. And they have 


war.

not decreased the effort placed 
on defense. 

The Soviet air defense sys- 
tem has been developed much 
along the same lines as ours. 
They have large numbers of 
anti-aircraft missiles with 
nuclear warheads, far more 
fighters than we, and all are 
tied together with computers 
and an elaborate communica- 
tions system. 

The development of such an 
elaborate defense raises the 
question whether SAC can pen- 
etrate in a strike without un- 
acceptable losses. The most 
intense efforts have been made 
over the past ten years to coun- 


ter the increasingly strong de- 


fenses. 

Originally, the electronic 
countermeasure equipment was 
so bulky that a special B-36 
carried it. The plan then was 
to have only two or three 
planes carry the bombs out of 
a formation of 12 to 14. One 
or two planes of the formation 
would be loaded with electronic 
countermeasure equipment. 
Other planes would act as de- 
coys to draw off enemy fighters 
from the bomb carriers. 


Today, every bomber has far | 


more effective countermeasure 
equipment as part of its nor- 
mal load, than that carried by 
Each B-52 
has one member of the crew 
with no other duty except to 
use electronic countermeasures. 
More Soviet Fighters. 

These detect enemy radar 
and its frequency and can jam 
it. The old World War II sys- 
tem of throwing out “chaff,” 
a sort of confetti made from 
aluminum foil, has been im- 
proved. Each ber now Car- 
ries a variety of chaff, de- 
signed to confuse specific wave 
lengths. 

Such meaures are not con- 
sidered enough. Years ago, the 
Air Force started the develop- 
ment of air-to-ground missiles 
that could be launched hun- 
dreds of miles from the tar- 
get. The first successful mis- 
sile, the Rascal, armed with a 
nuclear warhead, now stand- 
ard equipment for the B-47. is 
supersonic and can be launched 
100 or more miles from the 
target. 

Coming up for the B-52 {s 
the Hound Dog carrying an 
atomic warhead with range and 
speed many times that of the 
Rascal. Each B-52 will carry 
two of them in addition to its 
bomb load. 


A unique development to 
confuse enemy defenses is the 
Quail, being manufactured by 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp. of 
St. Louis. It will be carried 
by the B-47 and launched to- 
ward hostile defenses. The 
Quail is small but reflects a 


radar image that cannot be dis- | 


tinguished from the B-47. A 
number of these in the air 
would have the defenders chas- 
ing or firing at them and un- 
able to distingitish the Quail 
from the real airplane. 

Another decoy penetration is 
the Bull Goose. This is an 
intercontinental pilotless air- 
plane making the appropriate 
radar image to divert the de- 
fenses toward it and away 
from the real attackers who 
follow. 

“The Snark intercontinental 
pilotless bomber is another aid 
to penetration. The first 
squadron has been organized 
and will be operational in 1959. 
It will be used against heavily 
defended areas and to knock 
out defenses around them to 
clear the way for later bomber 
attacks. 

The intermediate ballistic 
missiles launched from over- 
seas bases and the interconti- 
nental ballistic missile from 
the United States will further 
help SAC penetration. It is 
now planned to use them on 
heavily defended targets, com- 
bining their capabilities — the 
ballistic missiles can carry only 
a fraction of the punch that 
bombers can—with those of the 
bombers. 


SAC is not thinking in terms 
of one missile on a target, but 
rather of volleys to get a shot- 
gun effect; and the volleys will 
not be small, but perhaps up to 
a hundred. This is required 
both because of the low yield 
and the dubious accuracy ex- 
pected of the ballistic missiles. 

SAC looks ahead for years 
in its planning. How will war 
start? What offensive and de- 
fensive weapons systems will 
the enemy have? What weap- 
ons system is feasible and 
necessary to SAC’s mission? 
How large should SAC be and 
what power is needed for its 
mission? What funding and 
industrial support will be 
needed five or 10 years from 
now? 

All ideas of the future of 
SAC are investigated and war- 
gamed. SAC has no intention 
of permitting the advances of’ 
a possible enemy or reliance’ 
on a single weapons system to

It was the dinner given by 
Premier Stoica of the People’s 
Republic of Rumania for Pre- 
mier Gomulka of the People’s 
Republic of Poland. 

The limousines started driv- 
ing up to the Council of Min- 
isters promptly at 7:30 p.m. 
and you were out of luck if you 
didn’t have your own chauf- 


feur. They may have been 
Communist limousines and 
Communist chauffeurs, but 


they put on an awfully good 
duplication of capitalistic cars 
driving up to the searchlight- 
illuminated White House. 


There was even a starter out | of a Rumanian Gypsy orchestra 


in front to give your car a 
number to be called on de- 
parture. 

One difference was that 
across the plaza from the

No wives stood with them, as 
at a White House dinner, but 
there were plenty of wives at 
the Rumanian dinner.

There were 660 guests, and 
how the waiters ever served 
them was a miracle. A cater- 
ing firm, presumably Commu- 
nist, handled the array of 
dishes and courses with per- 
spiring efficiency. On a given 
signal they marched in with 
frozen parfait and huge Polish- 
Rumanian birthday cakes held 
aloft in the most approved 
capitalistic manner. 

The first course was caviar. 
There was fresh black stur- 
geon caviar out of the Black 
Sea and red pike caviar. A 
waiter did not dole out meagre 
spoonfuls—it was on the table 
in front of you and you just 
helped yourself. Some years 
ago in Siberia I had to live 
on nothing but bread and cavy- 
iar for a week, but I still like 
|it and got off to a bad start 
| by eating too much. There 
/was a printed menu in front 
of me, but it was in Rumanian 
and this is not one of my bet- 
ter languages. 

I soon got some idea of 
what lay. ahead. The next 
course was an assortment of 
hors d’oeuvres—Sibiu salami, 
stuffed mushrooms, celery and 
olives, every kind of cheese 
available from Denmark to 
Italy (none from Wisconsin), 
stuffed French pastry shells, 
smoked salmon, smoked trout, 
smoked sturgeon, and some 
other doodads I couldn’t name 
and can’t remember.

Adm. Strauss Steps Down 


In stepping down from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, Adm. Lewis L. Strauss opens the 
way for someone better suited to the job, and 
raises hopes that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion will take a constructive course toward 
halting nuclear tests. 

Adm. Strauss deserves credit for some im- 
portant accomplishments by the commigsion 
during his tenure: for the detection system 
which disclosed the first atomic bomb burst 
by the Soviet Union; for energetic develop- 
ment of the hydrogen bomb. On the debit 
side, his is almost solely the blame for 
the paralysis of the atomic power program 
at home and the consequent retardation of 
the atoms for peace program abroad. His 
obsession with the forms of private enter- 
prise, going to the extreme of tying the hands 
of public enterprise, has been a blight on the 
atomic power development. 

In general, Adm. Strauss has lacked that 
desire for group judgment by the commission, 
and that sense of being a servant of the pub- 
lic, which are necessary to any public office, 
and more particularly to this one. Perhaps 
his most conspicuous failure has been his lack 
of candor with the public, with the congres- 
sional watchdog committee, and even with 
fellow-commissioners. He has unfortunately 
also kept the commission embroiled in poli- 
tics, as in the notorious Dixon-Yates episode, 
and has not hesitated to act as a militant 
lobbyist with members of Congress. 


Chairman Strauss has also, in his own way, 
been a lobbyist at the White House. His latest 
effort has been to persuade President Eisen- 
hower to continue resisting an agreement to 
limit nuclear tests. It has been reported that 
the President’s decision in this regard would 
have something to do with Mr. Strauss’s deci- 
sion whether to accept the reappointment the 
President had offered him. Since he has de- 
clined the reappointment, there is some rea- 
son for hope that the President has declined 
to accept the Strauss policy on nuclear tests. 

The next chairman of AEC should be a man 
of quite different mold. Adm. Strauss him- 
self says he believes it is time for a change. 
The change can be one of real substance, can 
breathe new life into the commission and 
regain the degree of public confidence it has 
lost, if the selection is a good one. We hope 
the new chairman will be a man who can 
make the best use of the brains of all five 
members of the commission; who will scrupu- 
lously keep the commission out of partisan 
politics; and who will tell the public all he 
possibly can about the conduct of its business 
in spite of possessing authority to keep secret 
more than he should.

The People Grow Older 


Mrs. Alice K. Leopold, director of the 
women’s division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, took up one of the most seri- 
ous of domestic employment situations in her 
address to the 3000 “senior citizens” who are 
assembled in St. Louis this weekend from 
over the country. This is the tendency on the 
part of many employers to find workers too 
old at 45 and even younger ages. 

The notion that workers, once they are 
past their 30s, are too old to be employed in 
new positions in part at least grows out of 
pension considerations and notions about ill- 
ness and lost time. Mrs. Leopold cited care- 
ful studies which show that older workers 
respond well to retraining for new skills, that 
they create a stabilizing influence on the job, 
and that their maturity brings a fuller appre- 
ciation of the importance of the work. 

The problems that arise with an aging 
population cannot be dismissed. They require 
serious and understanding attention. In a 
bare half century (1900-1955), the life expect- 
ancy of men has gone up from 46 years to 
67, while that of women has increased from 
48 to 72. When that is the situation and the 
trend is. continuing, we all can only agree 
with Mrs. Leopold—‘“aging is everybody's 
future—and everybody’s responsibility.” 


A German Speaks Humbly 


Congress must have listened to West Ger- 
many’s President Heuss with more than cere- 
monial courtesy. His country is of the utmost 
concern to the United States and to NATO 
especially when there is doubt about Gen. 
De Gaulle’s effort to stabilize France as the 
continental keystone of the Western alliance. 


American diplomats are so aware of this 
that sometimes they seem guilty of wishful 
thinking. They regard Germany’s new democ- 
racy and new diplomatic orientation as so 
firmly established as to be beyond question. 
Dr. Heuss also hopes that “our Germany will 
never again depart from the path of democ- 
racy and freedom,” that “never again shall 
German and American soldiers fight each 


other.” But hope has not blinded him to the 


difficulties and the imponderables involved 
in the transformation. He knows that “the 
Germans are still in the stage of evolving 
their political life.” 

Dr. Heuss—or whoever is responsible— 
should be complimented on an unusual bit 
of “propaganda,” the circulation on the eve 
of his visit of his essay on “German Charac- 
ter and History.” This is not the “puff” ex- 
pected on such occasions. It isa penetrating 
analysis of Germany. Dr. Heuss sketches the 
long historical and psychological roots of 
the Germans’ present condition. He defends 
them against those sad oversimplifications 
which have made them, according to choice, 
a nation of romantic poets, over-efficient civil 
servants or Prussian soldiers. But he does 
not excuse the Germans of this generation 
who “brought a curse upon the world.” 

Dr. Heuss says there has been no German 
“miracle.” Economic recovery he attributes 
to American aid and to the German neces- 
sity of finding a measure of forgetfulness in 
hard work. And hopeful as he may be, he is 
not nearly as optimistic as some Americans. 
The democracy after the collapse of 1918 


“was not a prize won in hard struggle; it was ‘ 


simply seized upon in desperation as the sole 
possible basis for a legitimate government.” 
Nor was there much more glamor in “the 
‘licensed’ democracy after 1945—differently 
interpreted by the four Occupation Powers 
and quickly perverted by the Russians into a 
red instead of a brown police state.” 

Even where war scars have been healed 
economically, he reminds us that there still 
are deep 
ee 
strange and still obscure process of psyc 
logical change is going forward in Germany. 
It remains to be seen whether and how new 
characteristic attitudes . . . will develop.” 

This is not the glib talk with which poli- 
ticians so often rack up millions of human 
beings on one side or the other. It is honest 


and humble talk. It suggests a man—and 
perhaps a nation—with a groping passion for 
, but a man reluctant to build the 
future on quicksand. Yet this readiness to 
see problems rather than achievements holds 
high promise. Dr. Heuss does not the 
triumph of liberty as inevitable. Men of his 
wisdom know that to win they must labor 
day in and day out—and with open eyes.

Senator Knowland contributes materially 
to the improved situation by saying that he 
will support the bill for Alaska even though 
he gets no commitment from the Democratic

, the Senate immediately afterwards. He hopes 


for action on Hawaii also, but the Republican 
leader will not insist on it. This is a material 
change in Senator Knowland’s position and 
the Californian is to be commended for it. 
There is no reason at this time for trying 
to tie Alaska and Hawaii together—that is, 
unless the reason be to defeat both. Friends 
of Hawaiian statehood will serve their cause 
best by getting favorable action as soon as 
possible on Alaska in the Senate. Then with 
Alaska at last through the obstacle course 
begun in 1916, all hands can be joined to 
bring Hawaii to statehood as well. If Hawaii 
can be brought in later in the session, well 
and good. If not, then it ought to be made 
an early order of business in the next session. 
Now that Majority Leader Knowland has 
put himself plainly on the side of statehood, 
it remains for the other Republican managers 
in the Senate, among them Dirksen of Hlinois 
and Saltonstall of Massachusetts, to declare 
themselves. Statements from them support- 
ing the position of the President and Senator 
Knowland would be immensely helpful. 


Short-Sighted Ownership 


There is one thing that the new organiza- 
tion to protect the downtown business area 
from decay can and should do at once. That 
is to initiate a campaign to persuade the own- 
ers of vacant buildings to keep the premises 
clean. Everyone who walks about the down- 
town business areas knows sidewalks that are 
consistently dirty and littered with waste- 
paper simply because no one makes it his 
business to clean them up. Yet each such 
building has a big “For Rent” sign in its win- 
dow—a sign largely canceled out by the 
filthy state of the sidewalk and entryway in 
front. If the owners or agents wonder why 
their buildings stand empty, here is a condi- 
tion that contributes to the impression of a 
run-down, decadent area.

A triumph for Secretary of the Treasury An- 
derson, a pleasant memento of the camerad- 
erie among Texans, and an insufficiently con- 
sidered act of public policy—such is the bill, 
just passed by the House, to continue rates of 
corporation and excise taxes for a year. 

Winning no laurels for bravery, the House 
whooped the bill through without a roll-call 
vote, thus making it impossible for their con- 
stituents to find out how each stood on what 
may become one of the most important meas- 
ures of the year. Few of the members, we 
dare say, had a strong opinion on whether, 
as a matter of economic policy, taxes ought 
to be cut or not. The House was simply doing 
what it was told to do by its leadership. _ 

As for the leadership, it decided against a 
tax cut primarily because the Secretary of 
the Treasury (from Texas) convinced the 
Speaker (from Texas), as he also convinced 
the Senate Majority Leader (from Texas), 
that this was the correct thing to do. 

If Secretary Anderson gets his hoped-for 
business.upturn before long, his decision will 
turn out to have been justifiable, and he will 
be entitled to claim a reputation for courage, 
foresight and prudence. If the upturn does 
not happen, the many economic experts who 
have counseled a judicious reduction in taxes 
will turn out to be right instead. 

We do not see how the House and Senate 
leadership of Congress can claim much credit 
in either case. Mr. Sam and Senator Lyndon 
did not exercise any very weighty judgment 
of their own. They did not conduct a pene- 
trating study of the economic situation to 
guide their decision. They did not subject 


. Administration policy to critical and construc- 


tive review. They just took Bob Anderson’s 
word for it—which may be good politics but 
can turn out to be mighty poor economics.

His mystery, which commun- 
icates itself to the French 
when they are in trouble, is 
that, being authentic and not 
time-serving, he touches those 
chords of memory which bind 
a nation together. 


An interesting book could be

Lower Price 
Homes on 
Increase 


By EDWARD COWAN 
WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPD— 
The Government’s anti-reces- 
sion mortgage-buying program 
has increased the supply of 
new low and medium-priced 


homes, the director of the pro- 
gram reports. 

“Tt has turned a lot of build- 
ers from more expensive houses 
to the lower price ranges,” J. 
Stanley Baughman, president 
of the Federal National Mort- 
gage Association (FNMA) told 
United Press International. 

Under the program, estab- 
lished by the Emergency Hous- 
ing Act of 1958, FNMA is au- 
thorized to buy government- 
backed mortgages valued to 
$13,500 on ouses not yet 
started. 

Baughman said that to get 
under the $13,500 ceiling, some 
builders planning new houses 
have shifted away from higher 
brackets. He also noted that 
“there is a little bigger market” 
for lower priced homes. 

Assurance that the program 
will continue for at least sev- 
eral months emerged with re- 
lease to FNMA by the Budget 
Bureau of another $300,000,000. 


Fear Allayed. 


The program started in the 
first week of April with an 
initial allocation of $300,000,- 
000. Since then it has rung up 
commitments totaling an esti- 
mated. $250,000,000 to buy 
mortgages in 540 communities 
in 38 states, Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. 

At its inception, officials said 
the program would be reviewed 
when the initial $300,000,000 
was used up. As commitments 
moved up toward that figure, 
there was some apprehension 
that the program might be cur- 
tailed or even killed. This fear 
was allayed—at least for the 
next few months—with release 
of the second $300,000,000. 

The latest allocation of funds 
leaves still untouched another 
$400,000,000 out of the total au- 
thorization for the program in 
the housing act of an even bil- 
lion dollars. Using this balance 
will not be a question of imme- 
diate importance until August 
if commitments continue at the 
recent brisk pace.

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N.A.R.E.B. Head Predicts 
Increase of Home Buyers 


And Steady Prices 


Home buyers, intent on qual- 
ity, will re-enter the real es- 
tate market in increasing num- 
bers the latter part of this 
year, is the forecast of H. Wal- 
ter Graves, Philadelphia, presi- 
dent of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. He 
added that prices in the ma- 
jority of areas will remain con- 
stant. 

Graves made his predictions 
during the current spring meet- 
ing of N.A.R.E.B. leaders in 
Washington, D.C. The fore- 
casts were based on the recent- 
ly completed sixty-fifth market 
survey of the association's di- 
in which 
members of 211 real estate 
boards participated as a repre- 
sentative national panel. , 

“With an adequate volume 
of moderately priced new con- 
struction and an improved flow 
of mortgage funds on reason- 
able terms, the upgrading proc- 
ess will resume,” the real estate 
executive declared. The force- 
ful influence of consumer in- 
terest in quality, which dom- 
inated the real estate economy 
during 1957, has continued as 
a major market factor, he said. 

“Tenants, too, mindful of an 
improved inventory in most 
cities, are avoiding deficient 
units, particularly those of 
makeshift origin or located in 
poorly maintained neighbor- 
hoods,” Graves commented. 
“The basic demand for com- 
fortable, moderate rental apart- 
ments and for well-built, single- 
family homes, held back by 
money market conditions of the 
past two years, is reasserting 
itself. 

‘Salesman’s Year.’ 


“The survey indicates also 
that this is a ‘salesman’s year’ 
—a year in which the salesmen 
will be separated from the or- 
der-takers.” 


According to the survey, a 
modest increase in market ac- 
tivity in recent weeks and a 
growing expression of buyer 
interest point to increased sales 
for existing homes, built since 
1940, at prices generally sim- 
ilar to those prevalent today.

($12,000-$20,000) value, are sell- 
ing at prices similar to those 
of a year ago in most areas.

Specifically, for homes of the 
under $12,000 group, prices 
were Said to be about the same 
as a year ago in 56 per cent 
of the areas, lower in 35 per 
cent, and higher in 9 per cent.

bracket were said to be selling 
for the same prices in 51 per 
cent of the communities, at 
lower prices in 39 per cent of 
the survey, and at higher ones 
in 10 per cent." The more 
costly residences were selling 
at prices below those of a year 
ago in 51 per cent of the na- 
tion, at similar prices in 4] 
per cent, and at higher ones 
in 8 per cent. 

The N.A.R.E.B. survey showed 
that the volume of transactions 
for existing homes, built since 
1940, is lower than it was a 
year ago in most market areas. 
Transfers of luxury homes 
were at levels below those of 
Spring, 1957, in 64 per cent of 
of the nation; those of moder- 
ately-priced residences were 
lower in 55 per cent of the 
survey, and prices of lower- 
priced homes were beneath the 
1957 level in 51 per cent of 
the communities. 

Reports from the South and 
West, however. indicated that 
market activity for existing 
homes of all price classes gen- 
erally was the same or highe? 
than a year ago. In cities of 
the North Central and North- 
east regions, a slower pace is 
more characteristic, particular- 
ly for higher-priced homes. 

New Homes. 

In 61 per cent of the nation, 
the volume of construction of 
single-family new homes is ex- 
pected to be greater in the sec- 
ond half of this year. 

Survey panelists in 57 per 
cent of the country said they 
expected new home prices to 
be constant; 39 per cent looked 
for higher prices. 

For the nation, homes priced 
under $12,000 were said to be 
the same in 64 per cent of the 
places and higher in 22 per 
cent. Prices for those in the 
$12,000-$20,000 range were said 
to be generally unchanged from 
a year ago in 56 per cent of the 
survey and higher in 26 per 
cent. For the more costly 
home, prices were quoted as 
the same in 51 per cent of the 
communities, higher in 23 per 
cent, and lower in 26 per cent. 

In the West and South, the 
survey disclosed, change has 
more frequently been upward. 
In the cities of the North Cen- 
tral and Northeast regions, it 
was more often downward. 
Southern cities have experi- 
enced less downward price 
movement in the new home 
market than any other region 
of the country—more than 90 
per cent of all areas in this 
region reported all price levels 
to be the same as, or higher 
than, those of a year ago. 

The lower volume of new 
home production, apparent in 
permit and starts data, is re- 
flected in transfers of new 
homes compared to last spring, 
the survey showed. Again, the 
West and South show a sus- 
tained or rising volume of 
transfers in many more of their 
communities than do the North 
Central or Northeastern 
regions.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 6) 
{(AP)—Lloyd Lane of Spring- 
field, who pleaded guilty of | 
conspiracy to defraud the state | 
in the Orville Hodge scandal, | 
today was put on probation for 
five years. 


As a condition of probation, 
Circuit Court Judge Dewitt S. 
Crow uttered that Lane make 
restitution in any amount de- 
termined by the court, regard- 
less of the amount listed in the 
indictment. 


Lane pleaded guilty May 12 
to two charges of conspiracy to 
defraud the state of $278 by 
collecting money from state 
checks issued to cover fake 
travel expense vouchers. 


Lane could have been sen- 
tenced to a maximum of 10 
years in prison and fined up 
to $4000. 

Lane, 34, was a payroll ac- 
count supervisor when Hodge 
was State Auditor. 

In pleading for probation, he 
promised to co-operate with 
state and Sangamon county of- 
ficials in determining the total 
amount lost by the _ state 
through phoney travel expense 
checks. State’s Attorney J. 
Waldo Ackerman said there 
was more money involved than 
listed in the charges against 
Lane. Ackerman said he would 
know in about six months what 


the total amount would be. 
Judge Crow ordered Lane to 
post $5000 bond to insure he 
will comply with conditions of 
probation. 
In describing the scheme, 


Lane said employes in Hodge's | 
office were ordered to make | 


out travel expense vouchers, 
cash the state checks and turn 
the money over to Lane, who 
passed it on to Hodge. Lane 
testified he didn’t get any 
money from the operation, 
which he said involved 40 to 
60 state employes. 

A civil suit is pending 
against Lane seeking recovery 
of $99,954. The action, brought 
by State Auditor Elbert Smith, 
charges that $68,354 was paid 
in hauling and storage fees to 
two of Lane’s firms and $31,- 
600 was obtained by Lane 
through fake travel vouchers. 


DISCIPLINING OF UNION MEN 
CLOSES 2 CHRYSLER PLANTS 


DETROIT, June -6 (UPI— 
Two Chrysler Corp. plants 
were shut down today in the 
wake of company disciplinary 
action taken against an esti- 
mated 200 to 250 union com- 
mitteemen and stewards.

Pittsburgh, Pa: It was the

At the 
Dodge main plant in Ham- 
tramck, where the Chrysler 
trouble started yesterday, the 
32 union stewards and 7 plant 
committeemen of UAW Local 
3’s day shift again were dis- 
ciplined. The union represen- 
tatives still refused to comply 
with new company rules re- 
quiring them to work during 
the first, fifth and eighth 
hours of their shifts and handle 
grievances for workers at other 
hours. The company suspended 
them this time for three work- 
ing days. 


2 YOUNG BROTHERS TRAPPED |

A Hectic Week for 
Americans in Paris 


PARIS. 

WELL, IT WAS QUITE A WEEK in Paris! All De 
Gaulle was divided and no one in the French capital 
(except the taxi drivers) could tell you what was going 
to happen next. For a while the tension was so great 
that when you asked 
someone about the 
weather 
either reply “It’s a nice 
day for a parachute 
drop!” or “It's not a nice 
day for a parachute 
drop!” 

Americans behaved 
magnificently through the 
crisis. The United States 
embassy only received 50- 
odd calls from citizens 
and no one panicked. 

One woman called up 
the American press at- 
tache’s office at 7:30 in 
the evening and asked 
a French secretary: 

“Is it safe to go to 
the theater tonight?” 

With good: Gallic rea- 
soning the secretary re- 
plied, “Not if it’s a bad 
play.” 

While Americans in Paris remained calm, Americans 
in the outside world were placing long distance calls to 
Paris urging their loved ones to leave. Offers of lodging 
poured in from all over the continent, but very few 
Americans took up the invitations. 


pNOT ALL the long distance calls concerned evacu- 
ation. 

At the height of what seemed a very touchy situa- 
tion last Wednesday, we received a call from Ed Sul- 
livan’s press agent from Brussels. He said, “Ed just got 
a great idea. He'll give De Gaulle five minutes on his 
next television show to explain to the American people 
what he’s got on his mind.” 

“That’s a lot of time,” we agreed, “but it’s pos- 
sible General De Gaulle may not want to say 
anything.” 

“What?” said the press agent, “Pass up the op- 
portunity to speak to 30,000,000 people?” 

We said, “It isn’t that. It’s just that if he went 
on the Ed Sullivan show, then he’d have to go on the 
Perry Como show, the Dinah Shore show, the Lawrence 
Welk show, ‘I’ve Got a Secret,’ and ‘What's My Line?’” 

“Then you can’t help us on it?” 

“De Gaulle hasn’t talked to me since Eisenhower 
wrote ‘Crusade in Europe.’” 

The press agent asked if we had any suggestions. 

“Why don’t you call him directly at Colombey-les- 
Deux-Eglises? He’s probably waiting by the telephone 
now.”

»> THERE WERE only two demonstrations held in 
Paris last week. One was a Socialist-Communist demonstra- 
tion at the Place de la Republique, on Wednesday, and 
the other was a De Gaulle demonstration on the Champs 
Elysees Thursday night. 


As an American we had to maintain complete 
neutrality, so at the Place de la Republique we 
were shouting “A bas De Gaulle!” (down with De 
Gaulle), and on the Champs Elysees we were shouting 
“De Gaulle au pouvoir!” (De Gaulle to power). 

Without taking sides, the right wing demonstration, 
which started after De Gaulle announced he would form 
@ government had by far the most beautiful demonstra- 
tors. At the height of the excitement French women in 
Dior dresses and Balmain suits poured out of the plush 
Berkeley, Laurent and Maxim restaurants shouting “La 
police avec nous!” (the police with us), The police didn't 
know whether to move forward or backward. 


FOR FOUR HOURS other beautiful women with 
their menfolk drove up and down the Champs Elysees 
honking their horns, a thing they haven't been permitted 
to do since Aug. 1, 1954. 

The police did not object to the horn honking. 

A friend of ours driving a small car had been honking 
for two hours. His battery finally died and he was 
stuck in a traffic jam. A policeman came up to him 
and said angrily, “Why aren’t you honking your 
horn?” 

The right wing French people on _ the Champs 
Elysees seemed very optimistic about the economic future 
of France. We were walking towards the Place de la 
Concorde with a lovely young French lady who was 
overjoyed at the De Gaulle move.

EVERY SMALL TOWN and 
many neighborhoods in large 
cities as well used to have one.

steady hand and plenty 
horse sense. 

You will find her today not 
only in homes but in hospitals 
— efficient, starched, hard- 
working, the third member of 
the, doctor - registered nurse 
team. Working under direction 
of the other two, she takes a 
huge burden off their shoul- 
ders by assuming responsibility 
for much of the bedside care, 
freeing the registered nurses 
for critical cases requiring 
more experience and technical 
knowledge. 


She is being trained in one 
of America's accredited schools 
—their number has increased 
from 10 to more than 400 in 
the past decade—and graduates 
into a career which has gener- 
ous age limits: She may be a 
teenager or a grandmother, 
anywhere between her eigh- 
teenth and fiftieth birthdays, 
and she may stay on duty as 
long as she has the desire and 
the physical strength for an 
active career. To qualify, she 
must be an American citizen, 
with two years of high school 
or their equivalent, of good 
health and moral character and 
a resident of the state where 
she takes her training, 

With more than 750 licensed 
practical nurses trained 
in St. Louis since the local pro- 
gram was launched in 1948, the 
tenth anniversary class of 129 
students will be graduated in 
ceremonies at 8 p.m. today at 
Hadley Technical High School. 

Mrs. Katherine Spross, a reg- 
istered nurse, is director, and 
Mrs. Wallace Smith is chairman 
of the St. Louis Practical Nurse 
Education Council which super- 
vises the project in co-operation 
with the Board of Education. 

Each graduate has completed 
a one-year course, 16 weeks of 
classes and 32 weeks of hos- 
pital training. Classes meet in 
spacious new quarters at O’Fal- 
lon Technical High School from 
8:30 to 3 p.m. five days a week, 
and practical duty is in one of 
the affiliated hospitals where 
the student works a 40-hour 
week under strict supervision 
of registered nurses. 

Some members of the 1958 
graduating class may go on 
private duty in homes; some 
may work in doctors’ offices, 
but the great majority, contin- 
uing to help take up the slack 
in the number of registered 
nurses, will be employed by 
hospitals. Their salary will be 
at least $10 per day. 

Tuition for the course is $60, 
plus the cost of uniforms. Dur- 
ing the 32-week hospital duty, 
the student is paid $60 a month 
by the hospital.

UNDER THE ELMS,” now at the ST. 

LOUIS THEATER. 
The screenplay by Irwin Shaw con- 
2? tains most of the essence and dialogue 
of the O’Neill play and has added a mo- 
ifs ment of suspense when hard old Ephraim 
Inala | Cabot almost catches his young wife in 
the loft of the barn with his son, Eben, 
and a moment of robust comedy when the two sons 
Simeon and Peter come back from California laden with 
gold and hussy wives to taunt the old man at his party 
celebrating the birth of a son. Mr. Mann has handled 
the scenes with a somber, artistic lighting and gotten 
down excellently the brooding character of the son Eben, 
played by Anthony Perkins, and the flinty, tough-as- 
hickory nature of the mean, burly old father, excellently 
done by Burl Ives. Sophia Loren plays the new wife, here 
called Anna, identified as Italian born, and speaking with 
an Italian accent, taking away the New England flavor 

of the character. 

But Mr. Mann’s approach has been soft, not reflecting 
the fierce hardness Mr. O'Neill put into one of his best 
plays. The director has been skilled at subtly bringing 
out small emotions in small people. But he seems unable 
to cope with big emotions, with gigantic passions. The love 
scenes between Miss Loren and Perkins are rather tepid 
in view of the stormy passions which O’Neill had in mind 
—Ehben’s tumult of wild desire, loathing, exultant vengeance 
en his hated father and the clinging memory of his mother 
in committing adultery with his father’s wife; and the 
“horribly frank mixture of lust and mother love,” as 
O'Neill described it, which the stepmother was supposed 
to show. 

The murder by the stepmother of her’s and Eben’s 
gon in the mistaken belief she could hold the angry Eben 
is a horrendous thing, and should be brought out as such 
with wild emotion. But Mr. Mann has guided his people 
into a sort of subdued, naturalistic way of handling it. 
Instead of the fury of a tempest, we have a disappointing 
pallid flatness in the scene of Anna’s confession to Eben, 
her revelation of the murder to old Eprhaim, and the 
decision of Eben to join his stepmother in retribution— 
probably by hanging. Perhaps Miss Loren’s inadequacies 
as an actress prevented it being set in a more intense 
key, but certainly Mr. Perkins and Mr. Ives have the 
resources, which should have been whipped up to beef 
up these scenes. 

One of the best scenes, one which Mr. Mann brought 
about particularly well, is the party in the front yard in 
which old Ephraim in a frenzy of boastfulness, makes a 
fool out of himself in front of his neighbors who have 
eynically guessed the truth of who is the baby’s real father. 
But in its inability to rise to its climaxes, “Desire Under 
the Elms” is a disappointing film.

The Ex-General’s Unusual Art Shop

WASHINGTON, June 6. 

THERE IS ON G STREET in 
Washington an unusual art 
shop. Not so much from the 
way it looks from the outside 
or even its appearance on the 
inside, for that matter. It’s 
just that when you go in, while 
you get a little smile from a 
lean, middle-aged Chinese sit- 
ting to a side, no one seems to 
make any particular effort to 
wait on you. 

There are two reasons. One, 
Tang Tze-chang, the proprietor, 
probably is engaged in repair- 
ing some statuette or vase or 
painting on a canvas or some- 
thing like that. The second 
reason is that Tang simply 


hasn’t acquired business tech-. 


niques yet and just doesn’t 
know how to go about it. 

He used to be a renowned 
Chinese general, second in com- 
mand on Formosa, exceeded in 
authority only by Chiang Kai- 
shek, and a member of China’s 
landed aristocracy. Once the 
owner of this small Washing- 
ton shop had 10 clerks whose 
job was just to keep up with 
his estate more or less from an 
inventory standpoint. 

While I was in there, a man 
dropped in who became fasci- 
nated by a large chest with 
exquisite carvings. “Do you 
have anything a little smaller,” 
he asked the proprietor. 
oe. “No, maybe later,” Tang told 


“This chest is a little large 
man 
said, but he nevertheless 
turned with renewed absorp- 
tion in the elegant chest before 
him. 

“You wait, later on I get an- 
other chest,” Tang spoke up 
again. “This one very expen- 
sive anyhow.” 

The man kept eying and ex- 
amining the chest anyway, as 
if he just couldn’t pry himself 
away from it now. “I might 
go.for it, at that,” he mur- 
mured., 

“No, you wait,” Tang told 
him. “To tell you the truth, 
I hate to sell this.” 

A few days before that an 
elderly man came in and be- 
gan admiring the array of 
paintings that hung on the 
wall. 

When he said he was moved 
by one painting in particular, 
the former general told the 
man, “Take it—it is yours.” 

“Nonsense,” the man said. 
“T’ll pay for it.” 

“All right,” _ Tang said. “You 
give me $1. 

“But it’s worth a great deal 
more than that,’”’ the customer 
protested. 

“All right, $2.” 

“I couldn't pay less than $25 
for it,” the man insisted. 

“All right,” Tang told him, 
with a little shrug, “if you ean 
afford it.” 

After the customer de- 
parted, Tang looked at the 
ature on the guest book. 

It was Theodore Green, the 

millionaire Senator from 
Rhode Island. 

Well, maybe the ex-general 
will get the hang of it yet. In 
fact, he darn well has to. His 
fortune, including his wife’s 
jewelry, is gone. He not only 
had to open this shop but Mrs. 
Tang, whose father was once 


the Chinese charge d'affaires 
in Belgium and Rome, has be- 
come a file clerk with an in- 
surance company. 

The Tangs rent a modest 


home in the Silver Springs 
suburb. Their two young sons, 
Ming Han, 15, and Ming Woo, 
12, are in school. 

Few of the customers who 
enter the G street shop are 
aware that the rather sad-eyed, 
lean man painted the great 
outpouring of canvases along 
the wall, fashioned the exqui- 
site carvings on the great chest 
and is responsible for some of 
the other objects of art. 

A member of one of China’s 
first families—he can trace his 
roots back 40 generations—he 
entered the Army at an early 
age and rose quickly to a posi- 
tion of authority. He is called 
by some “the father of the 
modern Chinese army,” spe- 
cializing in tanks, artillery and 
anti-aircraft. He was a top 
leader in fighting the Commu- 
nist forces in China for 18 
years and fought the Japanese 
for eight. He was in on the 
Doolittle raid over Tokyo and 
had laid in advance the res- 
cue plans which were to save 
Doolittle and other Americans 
on the mission when they came 
down in China. 

Tang Tze-chang, as he mends 
a little statuette in his small 
Washington art shop, says it 
really wasn’t the result of any 
military decision that the Chi- 
nese Nationalists lost out to 
the Communists. This was all 
foredoomed because of the cor- 
ruption in the high ranks 
around Chiang Kai-shek.

Hints on How to Cut Glass 


By Hubbard Cobb 


“YOU'VE GOT to have con- 
fidence in yourself” is the way 
one glaizer explained the trick 
to cutting glass. : 

This may be so, but along 
with confidence you also have 
to have a glass cutter with a 
reasonably sharp cutting wheel 
a straight edge, a little tur- 
pentine or kerosene plus mi- 
nor knowledge on the subject 
of cutting glass. 

Place the giass to be cut on 
a smooth surface. It helps if 
you have a soft piece of cloth 
under the glass. Wipe the glass 
where the cut is to be made 
with the turpentine or kero- 
sene. Lay the straightedge 
along for cutting. 
wheel of the 
turpentine or Kerosene and 
then draw it once across the 


glass. 

You should only draw the 
eutter once across. If you go 
back over the line or turn the 
glass over and cut on the other 
side you'll end up with a bum 

b at best and probably a 

ken piece of glass. You 
must apply enough pressure to 
the cutter so that the wheel 
leaves a scored line on the 
glass, but do not apply too 


After you've got the scored 
line, move the glass out on the 
table or bench so that the 
scored line rests on the edge 
and then push down on the 
waste side. If all goes well it 
will snap right off along the 
scored line. Small pieces that 
are left can be broken off with 
the head of the cutter. 

An inexpensive glass cutter 
is quite suitable for cutting, 
but you must be sure that the 
cutting wheel has not become 
dulled through contact with 
other metal tools.

And, at Rio De Janeiro, his 
chief post, he did something. 
that would have earned him. 
renown if he had done noth-. 
ing else. He pulled a com-. 
plete switch and, so far as is. 
known, became the first gen- 
eral ever to pass himself off. 
as a colonel. 


He did this for what he con- 
sidered a very practical rea- 
son. The Communists had con- 
fiscated his great estate and 
fortune in China. And the sal- 
ary he got from Formosa was 
simply not enough to keep him 
in the grand style te which 
generals are accustomed, es- 
pecially considering that you 
are supposed to reciprocate in 
kind whenever you are invited 
to some elegant affair or 
other. 


But eventually some Ameri- 
can military men in South 
America, remembering “Col.” 
Tang from World War II days, 

“exposed” him for the general 
and great Chinese leader that 
he was. The jig up, Tang de- 
cided to give up the ghost and 
come to America to live as 
just a plain private citizen. 


All along, Tang had been in- 
terested in art and art work. 
In China, he says, there is little 
juvenile delinquency ~ because 
children are all given some cul- 
tural or artistic assignment and 
chores around the house to 
help keep them out of mischief 
He was called upon to help 
patch and repair the family’s 
art treasures, although there 
were many servants who could 
have done this. Tang soon 
found himself trying to create 
these objects and to paint too, 
which became his real love. 

But it wasn’t until he came 
to America that he began to 
paint in earnest. Still living on 
some of the possessions he had 
managed to salvage from 
China, he had the time now. 


When these items finally ran 
out, he opened up his art shop 
on G street. Most of the ob- 
jects and paintings are things 
that Tang created himself, al- 
though a few things, such as a 
striking statue of a Japanese 
warrior, are items that he cap- 
tured in battle. 

Well, there Tang sits in his 
little shop now, painting and 
mending objects his customers 
bring in, a thin, meditative 
man. But by no means an alto- 
gether unhappy or dispirited 
man. 

For one thing, his children, 
Ming Han, attending the St. 
Leo college preparatory school 
in Florida, and Ming Woo, a 
student at a Catholic parochial 
school in Washington, are do- 
ing well. Ming Han, in fact, is 
right at the very top of his 
class. Tang’s wife, Nionetta, is 
becoming adjusted to life in 
America. They have a few 
American friends from World 
War II days here too. With a 
wry smile, he tells them he 
wishes they would refrain from 
calling him “General,” a habit 
they can’t seem to get rid of, 
and he would rathér be known 
as just plain Mr. Tang now, 


for Business but in an Unorthodox and Unprofitable Manner 
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but it is nice to see these old 
acquaintances anyway. 


All in all—although, of 
course, it is hard not to miss 
his grandiose estate which 
had 40 rooms just for guests 
—he feels that he is putting 
down roots again, slowly but 
surely. Who knows, he might 
even learn to be a business 
man and make a little money 
at his art shop. 


He doesn’t kid himself about 
ever going back to the 
grandeur in China that he once 
knew. He has little hope that 
he'll ever be back in his home- 
land. But he does think that 
someday the Communists will 
lose their grip on China. Not 
as the result of any military 
upheaval primarily but be- 
cause, as this former general 
puts it, the ‘materialist philos- 
ophy of the Communists will 
lose out to the true culture 
and spiritual soul of China.” 

And this gives Tang-Tze- 
Chang his greatest comfort as 
he sits in his little art shop 
and mends his statuettes and 
vases and smiles his little smile 
at the people who wander in.

Medical Research Need 


‘ HYDE PARK, N.Y., June 6. 

AS A NATION, we are not spending enough dollars to 
protect our lives from diseases that kill and cripple human 
eings and which we yet do not know, he® to cogtrol. 

This is pointed up graphically in a brochure issued by 
‘the..National Health Education Romtiijitee) inc, dealing 
with work in medical research. Anyone reading this pres- 
entation will understand why we need medical research, 
and certain facts it contains should awaken even the dull- 
est of us to a realization that we are doing too little in this 
field. 

The main cause of death among Americans in 1956— 
in fact, the cause of 54 per cent of all deaths—was heart 
and circulatory diseases. Yet the Government spent only 
$27,840,000 on research into these diseases. 

At the same time the Government spent $600,000,000 
on a system to give Canada and the United States warning 
against possible nuclear attack.

Of course, we want better highways, but con- 
sidering the number of accidental deaths on roads, 
I sometimes wonder whether the $1,690,000,000 in 
Federal money spent on road-building projects is 
quite as important as research in mental illness, 
which affects some 16,000,000 Americans to some 
degree. On this research, the Government spent 
only $18,757,000. 


And so it goes all the way through this brochure. 

Of course, Federal funds for medical research is sup- 
plemented by money from states and localities, but no- 
where near as much is spent in this important field as on 
other less important things. 


I SAW A PREVIEW the other night of Erich Maria 
emarque’s “A Time to Love and a Time to Die,” done in 
CinemaScope. 
It is some time since we have had a war play as pow- 
erful as this one, but we need to be reminded of what the 


war meant to Germans, of what it did to all human beings 


directly involved, civilians and soldiers alike. 


One of the most touching moments in this 
movie was the soldier’s longed-for furlough and 
the return to a bombed city with no parents to 
greet him and no home left. The soldier’s dream 
had been of a hot bath, a good bed, a supper of 
the foods he loved, and a mother and father wait- 
ing anxiously to greet him. Instead, he dashes 
through the ruins in a futile search, lives in a hos- 
pital barracks, and is saved from utter desolation 
only by meeting the girl whom he marries before 
he goes back to die. 


It is all tragic, sordid, and makes you wonder how any 
of us who have ever seen war’s reality can ever speak of 
war as a possibility again. 

Perhaps it is good to be reminded of this possibility, 
though I found it hard to sleep after the reminder and I 
was glad for the work on my desk to force me to think of 
other things. 

But the question keeps coming back to my mind: Can 
human beings show intelligence enough to save themselves 
from destruction or must we go the way of other civiliza- 
tions simply because we have not yet learned how to live 
together instead of how to die together?

THE SCENE is a future war.

Suddenly one platoon breaks 
away from the advancing line 
and zooms rapidly forward like 
a swarm of angry bumblebees. 

They take one hill... two 
hills ... three hills ... as 
the startled enemy panics and 
flees. 

Later the whole platoon is 
called before the beaming Gen- 
eral who says: 

“There has never been an 
exploit to match this in the 
entire annals of warfare. It’s 
fantastic. I am proud of you 
men, and I’m recommending 
every one of you for the medal 
of honor.”
